The  Auditor  cannot  forbear,  in  this  connexion,  to 
express  the  extreme  regret  he  feels,  that  so  much 
delay  should  have  taken  place,  in  the  presentation 
of  this  Report.  Under  the  Ordinance  establishing 
this  Department,  it  was  his  duty  to  have  submitted 
this  Report  to  the  City  Council,  at  an  early  day  in 
the  last  financial  year.  The  death  of  the  late  City 
Treasurer,  which  had  then  recently  occurred,  and 
which  involved  the  necessit}7  of  some  changes  in  the 
financial  operations  of  the  City,  tended,  at  that  time, 
to  delay  the  completion  of  this  Report : — and,  sub- 
sequently, the  temporary  performance  of  the  business 
of  Clerk  of  the  Common  Council,  and  the  still 
more  engrossing  duties  of  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Commissioners  of  Health,  in  a  moment  of  con- 
siderable excitement  in  relation  to  the  disease  which 
was  prevalent  during  the  last  season,  (which  duties 
were  performed  by  the  present  incumbent  of  this  office) 
have  caused  such  a  delay  in  the  preparation  of  these 
documents,  as  has  been  the  source  of  more  regret  to 


him,  than  any  thing  that  has  occurred  since  he  has 
had  the  honor  to  hold  this  olhce.  He  trusts  that  the 
Report,  as  now  presented,  will  be  satisfactory  to  the 
City  Council ; — and  that  the  reasons  assigned  for 
this  delay  will,  at  least,  exempt  him  from  censure  on 
this  subject.
